SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS 
FOR CHILDREN’S SERVICES 


An Ofsted inspection of children’s services in Waltham 
Forest has found that the standard is ‘Good’ overall, with 
an ‘Outstanding’ rating for the impact of senior leaders and 
managers on social work practice with children and families. 


The inspection, which took 
place in January and February 
this year, saw a team of 
inspectors visit the borough 
and speak with council staff, 
partners, and service users to 
assess the services offered. 
Inspectors found the services 
had improved significantly 
since the last inspection in 
2015, when they were rated as 
‘Requires Improvement’. 


“Children services 
staff often fail to get 
the huge credit they 
deserve but they are 
essential to supporting 
the most vulnerable 
children in our society.” 


Cllr Clare Coghill, Leader of 
Waltham Forest Council, said: 

“I am proud of the incredible 
progress we have made. This 
inspection shows the children’s 
services workforce in Waltham 
Forest make a real difference in 


the lives of our young people. 

“Children services staff often 
fail to get the huge credit they 
deserve but they are essential to 
supporting the most vulnerable 
children in our society. 

“This report shows the hard 
work and fundamental progress 
all agencies have made over 
recent years, to ensure our 
children are not only safe but 
that they have the support and 
confidence they need to thrive.” 

The final report praises the 
council’s leaders for making 
“strong progress to establish a 
resilient, sustainable and child- 
focused service [...junderpinned 
by strong, effective political and 
corporate support.” 

It found that the council and 
its partners share a “clear, 
ambitious vision and core 
values” and “multi-agency 
working is well developed and 
contributes to achieving good 
outcomes for children.”

New repairs contractor for council tenants 


The borough’s council tenants will 
find a new contractor delivering their 
housing repairs and maintenance 
from 1 April. 

Morgan Sindall Property Service will 
provide a range of services, including 
day-to-day and emergency repairs, 
and an out of hours service. 

A key part of the contract will be 
the creation of WalthamFUTURES, 
a social value initiative opening up 
training, work experience placements, 
pre-apprenticeships and employment 
opportunities for local residents of all ages 
and backgrounds. 

The council and Morgan Sindall will also 


work together to investigate how they 
can use technology to help residents. For 
example, research will be carried out into 
whether a smartphone app could make 
the process of reporting repair issues 
easier and more efficient in the future. 

Cllr Louise Mitchell, Cabinet Member for 
Housing, said: “The decision to choose 
Morgan Sindall Property Services was 
taken after a comprehensive selection 
process, including input from residents. 
The final decision to award the contract 
was made not just on price, but also on 
the quality of the service and the support 
they will provide.”

At the same time, Waltham Forest 
Housing has extended its other major 
contract with the Astons Group, covering 
mechanical and electrical work.

I’d 
love to see Human Library events held during

All aboard for new studios 
at Lea Bridge Station 


When Lea Bridge Station opened in 
May 2016, it provided a direct regular 
overground train link to Stratford and 
Tottenham Hale from Waltham Forest 
for the first time since 1968. 

It soon proved popular with residents and 
the latest figures show that nearly 2,000 
passengers use the station every day. 

Since it opened, the station, which cost 
£12.4 million and was jointly funded by the 
council, Section 106 contributions and the 
Department for Transport’s New Stations 
Fund, has proved a catalyst for regeneration 
of the Lea Bridge area. It has provided travel 
infrastructure for new homes in the area. 

The Enjoy Waltham Forest project on Lea 
Bridge Road has seen significant investment 
in improved cycle and pedestrian routes, 
with work due to be completed this year. 

Across the road from the station, 300 new 
homes are being built and the first sales off 
plan at Motion E10 are now available. 

Tucked away down the side of the new 
development is a building that has been 
brought back to life as 18 studios for 
creatives. 


Arbeit Studios provides secure work 
space for businesses including sculptors, 
photographers and bespoke wedding dress 
designers. 

Hajni Semsei, Arbeit Studio Director, said: 
“We saw the potential that would follow 
from the opening of Lea Bridge Station 
and opened our Lea Bridge Studios in April 
2016, about a month before the station. 

“We are currently working with Waltham 
Forest Council to make sure our tenants are 
benefiting from the business rates reduction 
scheme for creatives in the borough, which 
is a real benefit of being the first London 
Borough of Culture. 

“There has been such strong support 
from Waltham Forest Council and 
businesses that we are now looking at 
opening further studios in Leytonstone to 
meet the demand for creative work space in 
that part of the borough.”

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Specialist cervical screening 
clinic is helping women 
who’ve experienced FGM 

At Whipps Cross Hospital in Leytonstone, a range of services is available in 
support of women affected by FGM, including a walk-in clinic offering mental 
health support and care services for FGM survivors, alongside cervical screening. 

The staff at the Whipps Cross walk-in clinic are specifically trained to provide 
support, dignity and understanding for women who have undergone FGM. 

The Consultant Obstetrician and Gynaecologist at Barts Health NHS Trust 
who runs the clinics, Reeba Oliver, said: “We offer a specialist service for FGM 
survivors, particularly those who avoid having a cervical screening test because of 
the fear that a vaginal examination evokes due to the psychological trauma they 
have experienced. 

“FGM has serious health consequences that go into adulthood; there are long¬ 
term emotional, psychological and physical effects from the damage caused. I 
strongly encourage women in the borough to use the service where they will be 
treated with support, dignity and understanding.” 

Cervical screening can help reduce the risk of cancer and save lives. In 
fact, spotting and treating cervical cancer at an early stage greatly increases 
the chances of survival. However, vaginal examination for women who have 
undergone FGM can evoke fear due to the trauma they’ve experienced.

Waltham Forest 


On Friday 8 March, a 37-year-old woman was 
sentenced to 11 years in jail after becoming the 
first person in the UK to be convicted of female 
genital mutilation (FGM). The woman was found 
guilty after a jury decided she had harmed her 
three-year-old daughter at their family home in 
Walthamstow in 2017. 

The little girl was taken to Whipps Cross Hospital in 
Leytonstone where the medics treated her and alerted 
the police. The mother was convicted thanks to team¬ 
work between Whipps Cross Hospital, the police, and 
council social workers. 


FGM has been illegal in the UK since 1985. Those 
who undergo the procedure carry emotional, psychologi¬ 
cal and physical effects with them for the rest of their 
lives. 

Cllr Naheed Asghar, Cabinet Member for Health and 
Voluntary Sector Partnerships, said: “FGM has been 
illegal in our country for more than 30 years. It is a 
barbaric and outdated practice which has no place in the 
21st century. It’s shocking and saddening to see young 
women undergo this harmful procedure and carry its 
horrific effects for the rest of their lives. 

“This is the first conviction for FGM in the UK, but 
too often those who perpetrate this kind of abuse go 
unpunished. I’m urging everyone in the community 
who knows someone who is at risk of undergoing this 
damaging practice to report it - you could save a young 
girl from a life sentence.”

“We get a diverse group of children from all over the area, 
some have learning or behavioural difficulties, some kids 
aren’t used to mixing with people outside their immediate 
school and home environment,” said Marie. “One of the 
things we do is celebrate the difference in each person.” 


“They are becoming accredited dance coaches at the 
age of 16, which gives them a skill they can take forward 
into their lives.”

In 2008, a gang fight broke out on the 
Avenue Road Estate in Leytonstone. A 
young man was stabbed to death, another 
critically injured with life-changing wounds. 
Six of the gang members involved were 
apprehended and sent to prison. 


“Eight families were shattered in one day,” said 
veteran community organiser Mark Rule. “It was the 
first time gang violence had touched our community 
and I had to do something.” 


“Boxing is a great sport for young people - we get 
the kids off the street, the boys and girls get their 
aggression out. Most importantly, they learn to be 
part of a team.”
